MEA Attestation: 


MEA provides two types of attestation depending on whether or not the destination 
country is a signatory to the Hague Convention. Normal attestation necessitates the 
application of a stamp to the back of the certificate, whereas apostille attestation 
necessitates the application of both a stamp and an apostille sticker. The External 
Affairs Ministry is in charge of the final attestation of the origin nation of the documents. 


Embassy Attestation 


In some situations, the destination country's embassy may conduct additional 
document validation. The Qatari embassy thoroughly examines the documentation at 
this stage. 


MOFA Attestation 


MOFA attestation is the final stage in the document attestation process for countries 
such as Qatar, the United Arab Emirates, Bahrain, Kuwait, and the Kingdom of Saudi 
Arabia. This critical step is required for these countries in order to validate the use of 
papers. MOFA attestation is required for acquiring a work visa or admission to 
international universities. 


If your certificates are not in Arabic, you may be asked to interpret them before 
proceeding with HSC certificate attestation in Qatar.
